1 . COUNSELLOR OF YUGOSLAV EMBASSY HERE DISCUSSED SYRIAN 
SITUATION WITH EMBOFF JUNE 1 9. HE ADMITTED THAT SARG BEHAVIOUR 
GIVES AMPLE GROUNDS FOR CONCERN. BASED ON INFO RECEIVED FROM 
YUGOSLAV EMBASSY DAMASCUS. WHEREAS EGYPTIAN BEHAVIOUR 
HAS BEEN REASONABLE THUS FAR AND FAIRLY PREDICTABLE, DESPITE 
SOME BELLICOSE STATEMENTS, SARG TENDS TO BE TOO ERRATIC. 
YUGOSLAVS BELIEVE THAT SARG IS TRULY AFRAID OF ATTACK BY 
ISRAEL. IN ADDITION TO MANY STATEMENTS WARNING OF SUCH 
ATTACK, WHICH SERVE PROPAGANDA PURPOSE AS WELL AS EXPRESSING 
REAL APPREHENSION, SYRIAN MILITARY HAS VIRTUALLY DOUBLED 
ITS DEFENSIVE STRENGTH BETWEEN DAMASCUS AND GOLAN AND EVEN 
TOWARD LEBANESE BORDER SINCE IDF COULD CONDUCT FLANKING 
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ATTACK THROUGH LEBANON. YUGOSLAVS DO NOT RPT NOT SEE 
SARG AS DELIBERATELY INITIATING HOSTILITIES NOR DESIRING THEM 
BUT SARG IS SUFFICIENTLY ERRATIC, GIVEN ITS PRESENT INTERNAL 
POLITICAL TROUBLES AND HEIGHTENED TENSIONS IN AREA, THAT 
THE UNEXPECTED COULD HAPPEN. 

2. CONCERNING SARG ATTITUDE TOWARD LEBANON, YUGOSLAV
